Best Way to Plant Tulips 


As most everyone knows, tulips must 
be planted in the fall. And the best way 
we have found to plant them is to set 
them about 6 inches deep and 8 inches 
apart in ground that’s properly prepared. 
We prepare the ground as follows: Take 
out about 6 inches of top soil and put it 
over to one side; mix manure or com- 
post into the ground to a depth of 6 to 8 
inches. and on this sprinkle superphos- 
phate or bonemeal, and level it off; then 
set the bulbs out and cover with the 6 
inches of top soil originally removed. 

By planting this way, you’re bound to 


_have big, healthy tulips that will come 
up evenly and last for years.

Because most people are 
busier in the spring than in fall, 
they don’t put in near as many 
plants as they would like. In the 


fall you can do more leisurely, 
careful, and therefore better 
planting.

Pruning Hybrid Tea Roses 

Since hybrid tea reses bloom on the 
new wood made each year, only three or 
four of the healthiest canes should be 
left in the fall. These should be pruned 
back to about 18 inches above the ground 
and then hilled up with a mound of soil 
to about 12 inches. Cover the mound 
with leaves, evergreen boughs or some 
other material that will not pack down 
and become soggy. In the spring, after 
all signs of frost are past, this covering 
should be gradually removed and all 
diseased and dead wood cut off.

(have lost their leaves). Then you may 
move them without any trouble if you 
don’t expose the roots to air or sun any 
more than absolutely necessary. 


Proper Care of Glad Bulbs 


As soon as the tops of your gladiolus 
die, dig up the bulbs, cut off the top and 
wash the dirt away. Dry thoroughly. 
Then store the bulbs in a cool, dry place 
that’s free from freezing until ready to 
put out again next spring.

Water Your Evergreens 
Thoroughly 


One of the biggest reasons why ever- 
greens die or get badly infested with red 
spider in the summer is because people 
don’t water them enough. Watering is 
also very essential during the late fall 
months. To make sure evergreens get 
enough water to last them during the 
winter season, allow water to run on the 
ground around each evergreen for 30 
minutes to an hour about every two 
weeks. Then just before freezing weather 
begins give them one last good soaking.

How to Mulch Strawberries — 


Use a non-packing mulch on your 
strawberries and perennials with leafy 
crowns on which dirt cannot be piled.

Don’t mulch them until after the ground 
freezes. Then, after all signs of frost

One thing that most people don’t do 
enough of is pruning—especially on 
newly planted material. Don’t be afraid 
to prune your plants (except evergreens) 
because there’s good reason for doing 
it. Newly planted stock doesn’t have 
enough roots to take care of a lot of top. 
In the spring, prune just aS soon as you 
set the plants out. But things planted 
this fall should not be pruned severely 
until real early next spring. Then use a 
sharp knife or pruning shears and make 
good, clean cuts.

Plant Bulbs in the Fall for Spring Beauty 


Take care in planting fall bulbs to see that they have every chance of success and. 
play their full part in beautifying the garden. The above Bulb Planting Depth Chart 


will show you the depth and distance apart to plant bulbs. 


If the ground has been 


newly spaded, and is quite loose, the depth should be increased an inch or so to allow 
for setting, and because of the increased effect of frost heaving on newly turned soil. 
Also, late planted bulbs which have no opportunity to make roots before the soil 
freezes, may be set a little deeper to, protect them from frost action. 
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It Was a Fickle Spring 


If your plants didn’t behave too well this spring, and a lot of 
people’s didn’t, it probably was the weather. It was a very 
dry winter. Not much snow so very little moisture in the 


ground. The subsoil was extremely dry. Many plants just 
didn’t get enough moisture. That is why so many evergreens 
burned. 


Then the early spring was cold, and still dry. So the plants 
started slowly, in many cases a full month behind normal. You 
probably noticed it particularly with your tulips and other 
bulbs. When they finally peeped up through the soil, they 
were small. And they had hardly gotten up when we had 
several days of really hot weather. So tulips with 6 or 8 inch 
stems started blooming when they should have had 2 foot 


stems. Some hyacinths bloomed right down inside the leaf 
cluster. It wasn’t the fault of the bulbs; just bad weather 
conditions. 


Fruits and berries got a bad break too. When apples and 
plums and early strawberries were in flower, heavy rains came. 
This not only kept the bees from pollinating the flowers, but 
kept the flowers wet too long. So a lot of fruits and berries 
had a very poor set of fruit. 


And because of the same weather conditions a lot of the 
deciduous plants (not holier had trouble starting right 
this spring. 


So if your growing things didn’t act just right this spring, 
don’t blame the plants, or your nurseryman, whether it was us 
or someone else. Blame the weather, and.hope it doesn’t hap- 
pen again. _It probably won’t, very soon. 


Some Tips About Planting Fall Bulbs 


The man'who sells us our imported Dutch bulbs is John 
Res, a fine gentleman who lived in Holland until a few years 
ago. Has his family over here now, including two beautiful 
daughters, and they will make us fine citizens. 


But what I started out to tell you is that John naturally 
knows a lot about fall bulbs and how to plant them and take 
care of them. He was at our place a Set weeks ago and asked 
me to pass on a few tips to you. 


First, he said plant your. tulips at least two feet away from 
the house foundation, particularly if you have a heated base- 
ment. Heat comes through the basement walls and keeps the 
ground around the tulips too warm if they are close to the 
wall. Tulips like to freeze up hard in the winter. 


Which brought Up another point. If you live in the warmer 
states, like Texas, your tulips will do better on the north side 
of your house. te 


And he said be sure to mulch Daffodils and Hyacinths. “And 
he says don’t plant imported Dutch Iris; they freeze off even if 


mulched. That’s why all our Iris are the American varieties 
grown in America. 


And whether or not you have a dry fall, water all your fall 


bulbs good before the ground freezes up. Of course that is 
good advice for all nursery stock.

-Grass Waterways Win the 
Farmer’s Favor 


Gullies or waterways—that is the 
choice many farmers must face today. 
Yes, your choice should be waterways and 
they can more than pay their way. 

Here are a few suggestions that we 
think will be helpful to you. Be sure 
that vegetative ground cover is wide 
enough to completely cover the waterway 
and dense enough to prevent water from 
running over any bare _ soil. Choose 
grasses that will lie flat on the ground 
under moving water and will rise back up 
when the runoff ceases. 

Prepare the ground carefully for seed- 
ing. A fine well packed seedbed is best. 
Seeds should not be covered more than an 
inch in depth, some less. Apply a few 
loads of barnyard manure if available. 

Lime your seedbed before planting if 
needed. Commercial fertilizers will also 
help establish a good stand of grasses and 
maintain it. 

Fall is a fine time to plant seed in wa- 
terways as rainfall is not normally as 
heavy during this time as in the spring 
of the year.

Fall Planting Safe Until 
Soil Freezes Hard 


When freezing temperatures begin, 
many folks who have not finished their 
planting wonder how much longer it can 
safely be done. The answer is, as long 
as the soil will crumble and can be packed 
properly about the bulbs and roots of 
plants. 

It makes little difference to plants 
whether it is November “or December as 
long as they can be properly planted. A 
crust of frost on the surface of the soil 
will not interfere with planting. In fact, 
such things as fruit and shade trees (not 
evergreens) and other heavy nursery 
stock can be planted right up to the time 
when the ground freezes solid. 


When to Dig Bulbs 


Just before the ground begins to freeze, 
dig up bulbous plants such as gladiolus, 
dahlias and cannas. Be careful in dig- 
ging so that you will not cut or bruise 
the bulbs. Only the sound ones, -free 
from disease, should be kept. Dry them 
out thoroughly and store in a cool, dry 
place.

Suggestions for planting windbreak for 
protection against northwest winds: 


Rows 1 and 2: Caragana, Russian Olive, 
Chinese Elm, Willow, or Mulberry. Plants 
4 ft. apart in the row. These two rows are 
known as snowbreaks. Leave 40 to 60 ft. 
between them and the next. 


Rows 3 and 4: Caragana, Green Ash, 
Chinese Elm, or American Elm. Plants 6 
ft. apart in the row. 


Rows 5 and 6: Cottonwood, American 
Elm, or Chinese Elm. Plants 6 ft. apart 
in the row. 

Rows 7% and 8: 
Cottonwood, or American Elm. 
ft. apart in the row. 

Rows 9 and 10: Austrian Pine, Bull Pine, 
Spruce, Cedar, or Caragana and Russian 
Olive may be used again. If evergreens, 
8 and 10 ft. apart in the row. If trees, 
6 ft. apart is the proper spacing. 

The trees and shrubs can be planted this 
fall: leave proper space for the evergreens 
to be planted in the spring. 


First plow a deep furrow, put the seed- 
lings against the straight edge, and then 
throw the loose dirt back in over the roots. 
Then plow a furrow on either side of the 
seedlings, throwing a ridge of dirt up and 
onto them. This will prevent heaving from 
frost during the winter. In the spring, pull 
this dirt away. The first 2 summers, culti- 
vate plenty and keep free from weeds.
